Must Not Use American Flag and De- 
struction of American Vessel Means 
Serious Complications. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
11.—The 
United States has warned Great 
Britain and Germany, respective- 
ly, that general use of the Ameri- 
can flag by British vessels would 
be viewed with grave 
concenii 
and that the destruction by Gerì 
many of any American vessel in 
the newly prescribed war zone 
would lead to serious complica- 
tions. 


It became known today that 
the text of the two notes sent 
last night to Great Britain andi 
Germany expressed much more 
emphatically tlian had been gen- 
erally known, the displeasure of 
the United States at the use of 
neutral flags by British merchant 
men and its solicitude over the 
implication that neutral vesseli 
were liable to destruction by Geui 
man 
submarines in the waters 
around Great Britain and Ire^ 
land. 


In the document which haa been trans- 
mitted to the ambassador general at 
Berlm for presentation to the Germon 
foreign office, there is a friendly, but 
pointed sUtement that American ves- 
sels should have free and unrest^cted 
pasaai^e through the hij^ seas and un- 
blocked waters and that destruction of 
«n:^ American vessel 
might 
lead to a 
change in the hitherto friendly relations 
which have eristed- between the United, 
Statés and GetMny. 


While in the note to Great Britain the 
xvpresentations madè are not based on

perhaps 75,000 drunk and disorderly. If 
accepted in Chicago there

The attack on prohibition ;in Topeka 
stirred the drys. 
T h e y m a d e a complete 
investigation of every case of the 681 
"drunks" of 1914. This 
investigation 
was made a t the demand of Governor 
Capper, by IMayor R. L. Cofran, Chief 
of Police Josiah Ross and Frank Stahl 
superintendent of the Kansas Temper- 
ance union, a former chief of police. 


Of the 681 "drunks" 375 were white 
Americans, 133 were colored, 77 were 
Indians and 45 Mexicans. 


Of the 681 only 53 were "drunk and 
disorderly"—or only 53 Avould have had 
a chance to be arrested in a "wet" city 
It is doubtful if more than ten of the 
081 would have been arrested in Kansas 
City. 
Many arrests were duplicates. Of 
the twenty-four Avomen one had been 
arrested seven times. 
Only eight diiTer- 
ent women Avere arrested. 
One-third of 
the whites arrested were non-residents 
of Topeka. 


Governor Capper, wlien lie discovered 
the saloon men using the Topeka police 
reports to "prove" prohibition a failure, 
at once ordered an inA-estigation into 
the 
figures. 


"The figures are misleading, perhaps 
purposely," he said. 
"ITie investigation 
fihoAvs drinkinj* and dnmkenness at a 
minimum in Topeka and constantly de- 
clining. 
Topeka is tlie dryest toAvn in 
the Avorld, requires the smallest police 
force per capita, and prohibition is s 
complete success. 
Bootlei'p'ing has prac- 
tically been Aliped out. The investiga- 
tion merely proves that the laAV is en- 
forced strictly.

]\Iy orders to the force are to bring in 
any man who smells of whisky, no mat- 
ter of what station in life. I hare seen 
only one inai;i staggering drunk in the 
last year. 
He came from Kansas City 
in that condition." 


Judge Huron, Avhose interpretation of 
"drunk" started the whole thing, said: 
"I>runk in Topeka is different from in 
a saloon toAvn. A community 
that re- 
ceives the money of the saloon man 
must grant him certain liberties in re- 
turn and not molest his customers. We 
are independent. 
A man is drunk in 
Topeka if he smells of whisky, if he 
shows by his voice, hia walk or his ges- 
tures that lie has been drinking. He 
is drunk and disorderly if his tongue is 
so loosened by drink, if his legs are so 
affected by drink, or his appearance so 
changed that he attracts attention. If 
he attracts attention to the fact that 
he has been drinking, he disturbs the 
peace." 


"If I were judge in Kansas City I 
probably would discharge nine-tenths of 
all I fine here. 
Tlie conditions are dif- 
ferent. 


"I instruct the officers that, if they 
see a man acting as if he has been 
to smell his breath and bring 
him in.

Judge Huron insists that it is the 
only correct one and last year, under 
his orders, the police of Topeka arrest- 
ed 681 persons and fined them 
either 
for drunkenness or drunkenness and dis- 
orderly conduct. 
The fact that 681 Avere 
charged with drunkenness, one-third of 
the total arrests in 1914; the fact that 
this happened in Topeka, Citadel 
of 
-Prohibition, capital of Kansas, the King- 
dom of the Drys, stunned those who are

the charge that it proved prohibition a 
failure.

The New Highway 
Measure 


There will be state-wide interest in the adnmiistra- 
iioB Bill to provide better roads for Indiana wiiich has 
just been introduced by Senator Faber, of Wabash. I j 
contains only a comparatively few of the multitude of 
Toani reforms suggested, but because it embodies, the 
views of the highway commission appointed by the gover- 
nor to <?-onsider the matter of good roads, this particular 
bill is likely to have serious consideration. 


Briefly, the bill would, establish a state highway 
board to serve wthout pay, which would elect a state 
¿igiiway engineer with xi salary of $4,000 yearly. The 
state highway engineer, iii addition to keeping the rec- 
ords of road work of the state, would investigate and de- 
termine methods of road construction best adapted-to dif- 
ferent parts of the state. He would offer coimty and 
town^iip officers advice. An iJiteresting feature is that 
the state highway board would have power on behalf of 
the state to co-operate with the national government m 
the improvement and maintenance of public highways. 


The board would divide the state into districts, and 
would provide for amiual meetings in each of these dis- 
tricts which the county and township officials would be 
required to attend and at wMcli instiiiction in road build- 
irig would be given for two days. There also would be an 
annual road school of one week at Purdue. 


Before any county or township official could under- 
take construction or repairs to cost more thai) $1,000 he 
would have to submit his plans to the state highway em 
gineer. The state highway board would also issue cer- 
tificates to applicants for thq i)^sition of county highway 
Buperintendent, showing their fitness. The bill proiddes 
that all money derived from licensing of automobiles and 
chauffem's shall be set apart in the state treasury as a 
road fund for use by the state highway department. After 
the expenses of the department are paid the remainder 
would be apportioned among the counties much as it is 
now. 


Vice President W. W. Atterbury, of the Pennsylva- 
33ia railroad, in the course of an address at Philadelphia, 
dealing with railway relations to the public, took a posi- 
tioEi,, both lofty and sensible, and one which will tend to 
refute popular belief that railway officials resent legisla- 
tive interference with their affairs. Mr. Atterbury ia 
¿rank to declare that he is not one of those who believe 
that railroad activities should be unrestricted, for they 
have benefited in many ways from regulation. But he 
utters particularly sound doctrine when he contends thaii 
regulation should be of competent and scientific character 
that vnll adjust difference fairly and not result in stran- 
gulation. The need is for the sort of regulation that will 
eliminate unfairness and cultiyate at the same time the 
/closer relation and the confidence that will redound to the 
benefit of both the railroads and the general public. There 
lias unquestionably been too much of the other sort. 


News dispatches state that Alaska's products in 
1914 totaled $42,660,000. And, contrary to general belief, 
the sea yielded more than its mines. Its fisheries pro- 
duced oyer twenty-three millions and mines over nine- 
tien million dollars.

Eddie Collins, one of the few pla?-er 
authors who write their own dope, has an 
article In the March Baseball Magajslne 
on the "Value of Alertnees." 
Speaking of 
this valuable quality In a ball player, Col- 
lins says: 


"Alertness Is an essential characteristic 
of every good ball player. How often do 
you hear the words, 'Be awake!' shouted 
across the ball field. As I look back on 
it now it seems as though- those were the 
very last words I recall my 
old 
side 
partner. Jack Barry, saying in the last 
game of the 1914 world's series. 
In the 
closing innings, 
when 
defeat 
for 
"us 
seemed inevitable, he was the only one 
with any 'pepper' left, and kept hollering 
to the rest of us inflelders, 'Come on, 
show some life here; be awake, all of 
you.' 


"In a game of ball the thing which 
ought to be foremost in a player's mnd 
is to win. 
Each man grows to feel that 
he is one of the cogs in the machinery 
of his team, and an error on his part of 
omission, rather than commission, 
will 
not prove 
disastrous to 
himself 
alone 
but to his clubmates as well. 
For that 
reason it is most essential for a player to 
have his mind strictly on the game when 
he is on the field of play and there Is a 
game in progress. 
It is not an uncom- 
mon thing for a base runner to talk 
with an opponent when he is temporarily 
resting at a certain bag, but take it from 
me, there is many a sign flashed by the 
batter to this same base r'unner 
that 
escapes the lacter's notice simply because 
his attention is centered other than weher 
it should be. 


" 'Keep your eyes'on tiiat bai:" Is a fa- 
vorite slogan of a football coach, but 
those same words are just as applicable 
to a baseball player. There are any num- 
ber of amusing plays which I could relate 
that arose simply because one player was 
not alert to the situation, and 
conse- 
quently could not co-operate 
with his 
teammate, who was alive in every sense 
of the word. 
'Ping' Bodie, of the White 
Sox, whom tile average writer seems re- 
luctant to give credit for having good 
baseball sense, nearly put Lena Black- 
burn out of business one day last year 
in Chicago because,he pulled a really 
smart play that caught the latter entirely 
unawares. 
It was in tlie eighth inning 
with an Athletic runner on first and third 
with one out and the score tied when 
Bawer hit a long fly out in Bodie's terri- 
tory. At first glance it would seem plaus- 
ible that, in the event of the catch, the 
only play for Ping to make woujd be to 
home plate to shut off the winning run. 
This is evidently the one th(>ught that 
Blackburn had in mind, because he turned 
his back to center field so as to watch 
the outcome of the play at the plate. But 
not so with Ping. He must have felt that 
he could not throw out the runner who 
was on third, so selected the wiser course 
of preventing the man on first from ad- 
vancing to second. His throw to that bag 
was swift and true, as no one better than 
Blackburn can verify, because the ball

aEORGE STALLINas HAS MORE FRIENDS AlH) MORE ENEMIES THAN 


ANY MAN IN BASE BALL. 


(By Hugh S. Fullerton.) 


(Jeorge Stallings, leader of the Boston 
Braves, affords one of the most interest- 
ing studies among the men who handle 
baseball clubs. 
He is a strange mixture 
of man; either intensely hated or devot- 
edly admired. 
In baseball one man will 
tell you he is all that is bad. 
The next 
will assure you he is everything that is 
good. 


Stallings is a southerner, owner of a 
big cotton plantation near Macon, Ga. He 
is flery in temper yet able by exercise 
of will power to control the hot head 
which, perhaps, has been responsible for 
the making of enemies. 


He studied at a Virginia military acad- 
emy and there 
acquired his 
military 
bearing. 


From 
the very 
first 
of his baseball 
career Stallings was a success in spite of 
the fact that his hot headedness and his 
aggressive tactics earned him the dislike 
of many persons. 
His enemies chiefly 
were those he opposed on the field, and, 
without knowing It, Stallings was laying 
the foundations of his biggest success in 
V,inning the loyalty and devotion of his 
players. 


It was the love of his men that en- 
abled him to win the world's champion- 
ship last year, for practically the entire 
Boston team was recruited from jnen who 
had played for Stallings on minor league 
clubs; men he understood and who 'un- 
derstood him. 


This love of the players for Stallings is 
odd, for he is a driving, hard-losing fel- 
low, a "raver." 
No manager raves more 
on the bench 
than he 
does, and he 
abuses, scolds and drives his men through 
tlie game. 
Then pats them on the back 
afterward. 


Stallings finally-became manager of De- 
troit, where he so showed major league 
caliber, but before long he got into, a 
fued that came near wrecking his base- 
ball career and one which never will end. 


He quarreled with Ban Johnson, presi- 
dent of the league. 
At first it was over 
umpires, but later Johnson made serious 
charges against Stallings, attacked 
his 
honesty, read him out of the American 
league and declared he never could come 
back into the big leagues. 


Stallings bobbed up at Buffalo and be- 
came a master at developing and train- 
ing teams. 
Wliile Johnson was declaring 
he was out of the American league for- 
ever, Stallings signed a contract to man- 
age the New York Yankees, and Johnson 
was beaten. 


Stallings had 
one 
sensational 
year. 
Then, undermined by his forces in his 
own ciub, attacked in every way, he was 
forced to fight for his very baseball ex- 
istence. 
It was the now famous signal 
tipping scandal that, more than anything 
else, hurt him. His team was caught red 
handed using a signaling device. 
Stall- 
ings went into the American league meet- 
ing and stated that the signaling device

was in use for more than a.week before 
he knew of it. 


The whole thing was whitewashed, but 
it is evident the Johnson influence w a s 
at work, for in mid-season Chase was 
signed to manage the team the following 
year. 
Stallings discovered this and ¡a 
clash with' Chase resulted. 
At the end 
of the contract Stallings went back to 
Buffalo, whiph he owns in part, and pro- 
ceeded to develop a winner out of a mass 
of commonplace material.

Anti-Tuberculosis Societies 
in Indiana Seek New 
Legislátion. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 11.—^Anti-tuberculo- 
BÍB societies all over Indiana are lining 
np in favor of house bill No. 271 intro- 
duced in the legislature by Representa- 
tive Jfewman Miller, of Kokomo. This 
is probably the one measure that 
the 
organized anti-tuberculosis movement in 
this state 'will ask the present general 
assembly to pass. 


The bill provides that all physicians 
must report to the local health authori- 
ties all cases of tubercufosig that come 
imder their obseryatioi^ Any • person, 
the bill provides, may report suspected 
cases. Thg local health authorities must 
make free examination of sputum 
of 
persons who believe they have tubercu- 
losis, upon application by ^ y 
physi- 
cian. 


O^icers of the Indiana Society for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis are especial- 
ly interested in the section of this bill 
which provides that any apartments or 
premises vacated by a consumptive, can 
not again be occupied until they have 
been thoroughly disinfectctl. A placard 
announcing the fact that the premises 
have recently been vacated by • a con- 
sumptive, is to be posted on the en- 
trance to the house or apartment until 
the instructions of the health board re- 
garding disinfection are carried out. The 
local health authorities are to do the 
diiiinfecting át public expense, as they 
now do in casas of smallpox or other 
rnmmunicabl« diseases.

tion, recently mutinied here when they 
learned that their vessel, the Karmo,

Europe 
through the North Sea mine zones. 


They "weire men of peace, they ex- 
plained, and did't want to risk their 
lives further than the natural perils of 
the sea in times of peace. 


Tliey even offered to sacariftco about 
$100 each in salaries for the privilege of 
giving up their job«. 


But men who will sail into the war 
zone are acarce just now. 
The skipper 
wouldn't let them go. 


The aix sailors appealed to the Nor- 
'wegiaa consul, Endbre ^L 
Oederbergh. 
'Bis lanswer was that he could do noth- 
ilng for them. 
^Tc 
JouVe got to go with your ship," 
iitdd Consul Oederbergh. 
"I can't do 
any thing for you. 
I've told you that 
cevei^ times." He had been addressing 
Clodi^ey Johnson, speaker for the sail- 
ora. 


. Johnson is a man of peace, but when 
tTcduuon lieard Consul Oederbergh say 


that he poked out hia hard sailor's fist 
and caught the Norwegian consul flush 
on the jaw. 


Johnson was arrested, fined $25 in 
the municipal court, and he and his 
fellows were th*en haled to the federal 
courts on. a mutiny charge. 


United States JIarshal Montag was 
given the idea tKat the sailors were big, 
desperate fellows. 
"Mutiny" has 
an 
ominous sound.. Hurriedly he collected 
five burly deputies, armed them to the 
teeth and sped out to the Karmo in a 
requisitioned harbor patrol boat. 


They climbed aboard and went for'a'd 
with stealthy tread and draAvn guns. 


"Hello, fellows!" piped a voice from 
the glory-hole. "Lookin' for us?

here we aref we've been 
waiting for 
Tou."

Sad Indeed Is Physical Blindness, But There Is Something Infinitely Sadder 
Still, and That Is {Spiritual Blindness, Says Dr. Lyon. 
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SIGHT TO THE BLIND. 


Luke 18:42—"And Jesus 
said 
unto 
liim, receive thy sight: thy faith hath 
saved thee." 


''Of all the. physical, infirmities, me- 
thinks the saddest is the loss of sight. 
"3s'ot to be able to look out onto tlie 
ftico of the earth and the skies; not 
to see the beauty of the sun-kissed 
valley, or the sno^v-capped mountain 
peaks; not to behold the distant fields 
clothed Avitli verdure, 
or 
with 
rich 
golden harvest; not to see the orchards 
laden with their blossoms and fniit, or 
the autumn forests with their varied 
hues of brown and scarlet and gold; 
not to be able to .see the glory of the 
6un arid moon and .stars and clouds; 
not to cmjoy the works of art, or read 
the printed page; not 
to be able 
to 
look into the faces of our loved ones, 
how sad ii is to be blind. 
Three chil- 
dren were standing in front of a. store 
window on Oliristmas eve, and two of 
them were describing to the third the 
beauty of the toys. 
A passerby, at- 
tracted by their earnest and vivid de- 
scriptions, stopped to listen. 
At last 
he said, 
are you telling the lit- 


• tle fellow ab^ut the. playthings? 
Why 
don't you let him look for bimself?" 
Tlion tiiey turned and said to him. "But, 
: mister, iio cannot do it. 
He cannot 
see—he is blind." 


Sad indeed is physical blindness, but 
.there is . something 
.infinitely 
sadder 
still, and that is 
spiritual blindness. 
Not to know the goodness and love of 
the heavenly Father; not to compre- 
hend His mercy; not to imderstand His 
salvation, as revealed in tlie 
death 
and resurrection 
of Jesus—all 
these 
are infinitely sadder still. If men could 
get just one vision of the goodness and 
the love of God. it would cause them., 
in humility and in penitence, to call on 
Him for pardon and mercy. 
All about 
lis, on every hand, are multitudes who 
are spiritually blind, and the 
saddest 
.element of their condition is that they 
do not realize their blindness. Tliey can 
not comprehend what they are missing 
in not knowing Christ and beholding the 
glory of His salvation. 


a'little blind boy, who had been put 
under the care of a great oculist 
and 
had been given his sight, when the band- 
ages were taken off, was led by his 
father out into the flower garden. When 
he looked around, he bursted into sobs. 
His father said, "My boy, what is the 
trouble?" 
"Oh, papa," said he, "why 
did you not tell me that everything 
was so beautiful?" 
"I had tried to,"^ 
replied the father, "but I could not 
make you understand 


What is the cause of this spiritual 
blindness ? It is due first of all 
to 
, doubt. 
The Scripture says that "Moses 
.^endured as seeing Him who is invisi- 
ble." 
He saw with the eye of faith. 
St. Augustine well said, "I do not know 
that I may believe; I believe that I may 
know." 
Faith does not seek primarily 
an explanation, it seeks an experience 
j You neA'er will have spiritual vision un- 
, til you are willin<T to ro 
fiod in con- 
fidence and trust, and then you 
find that spiritual things are spiritually 
discerne<l. 


Another cause of spiritual blindness is 
¿prejudice. 
In spiritual, as well as in- 
tellectual afl^airs, the old adage holds 
true, "That the blindest man is he who 
will not see." 
The man who is truly 
v^wise constantly keeps his mind open 
to new truths. 
In no other Avay can

"Today one of his portraits 
would 
bring a hundred thousand dollars in 
the market. 
But if you would under- 
stand how a man can mar his very self 
by sin, all you need to do is to study 
thé two portraits of Rembrandt paint- 
ed by himself. 
In the first one 
he 
stands forth 
a gloriously 
handsome 
youth. 
The lamps of love bum in his 
eyes. 
His face shines like an alabas- 
ter vase with a lamp in it. 
The whole 
man exhales strength, and there is noth- 
ing for which he 
cannot 
hope. 
We 
know that he has genius to create, and 
the imagination to beautify the world. 


Xow look at Rembrandt's portrait of 
himself, only twenty years later. The 
artist determined to deny himself r 
pleasure. He sought out everj' delight. 
He became a sybarite, and one by one 
the torches of his soul went out. Hav- 
ing been untrue to 
himself he 
lost 
faith in others, for the penalty of dis- 
honesty and impurity is the belief that 
everyone else is equaUy dishonest and 
impure. 
So in middle age we see the 
artist, shrimken, an old rag around his 
throat, weakness in his chin, the mark 
of the beast upon his brow, the eyes 
beady and dull, without rision, for the 
lights have gpue out. 
In his youth, 
Rembrandt lived for his 
ideals, 
his 
dreams of love and country, of beauty 
and God. 
Then he seems like some 
palace on a winter's night, Avhen all the 
windows are a blaze of light, and lauffh- 
ter and music and perfumé beauty fill 
the halls and happiness exhales like a 
cloud of incense toward God. Oh! that 
glorious palace of sight and 
sound, 
man's soul! But, Rembrandt, after sin 
has marred him, is to be compared to 
a mansion deserted by these 
angelic 
guests. 
The lights have gone out fror 
his AvindoAvs that once were 
full 
of 
rich glass; the halls are empty; the 
spider's web is woven over the key- 
hole of a closed door; the weeds and 
thistles have grown up in the rocks; 
the steps are rotten, the rose garden 
is a tangle of thoiTis; all the founda- 
tions are noisome with mice and ver- 
min, and things that creep and crawl. 
NOAV and then an old gibbering care- 
taker goes in and out. The noble man- 
sion is in ruins, given over to darkness 
and decay. And the ruined mansion is 
the house of a man's soul." 


In this story, as recorded in Luke's 
gospel, we knd this blind man, Barti- 
meus, sitting outside the gates of Jeri- 
cho begging. 
All he hoped to obtain 
was merely enough to buy a supper and 
a night's lodging. 
His only thought 
was to satisfy a temporary need. 
Is 
not this blind beggar a clear picture of 
a large part of mankind today? 
The 
average man has little or no spiritual 
vision. 
He is near-sighted, seeing only 
the things that are close at hand. He 
does not look at life from the longer 
range, from the viewpoint of the eter- 
nal. 
He is content, like the cattle of 
the field, to get enough to satisfy his 
immediate wants. 
His only thought is 
for material benefits. 


"What was it that brought the change 
into the life of this blind man? 
It was 
the coming of Jesus. 
There is always 
a transformation when Christ comes. 
What has our civilization today that 
the nations of the past did not have? 
You say, "'We have inventions, art, mu- 
sic, literature." 
So did they. 
In fact, 
in some of these spheres they even sur- 
passed us, and yet their 
civilization 
went doAvn to its death. 
In the last 
analysis, the only important factor the 
Avorld has today, that the nations of 
the past did not have, is Jesus Christ. 
He is the one hope for the permfinence 
of 
our 
civilization. 
See 
this 
blind 
Bartimeus sitting outside the walls of 
Jericho, hopeless, helpless, enshrouded 
in the gloom of mental and physical 
darkness. 
Now he hears a commotion. 
He inquires what is the cause, and they 
tell him that Jesus of Nazareth is com- 
ing. 
\V3ienever and wherever 
Christ 
comes there is always a conMUotion. The 
ungodly call it "excitement," the Chris- 
/tlans call it "revival." ^ t f t " i» willing 
tliat people be earnest and enthusiastic 
about anything else. It is all right, to 
put enthusiasm into your business, Ititoi 
politics^ into society, but the devil ià 
very adverse to your putting zeal into 
religion. 
His desire for the spiritual 
life is that it be just a flat, bleak, bar- 
ren desert. 


When Bartimeus heard that it waa 
Jesus of Nazareth that was coming, he 
began to cry, out aiid say, "Jesus, thou! 
Son of David, have mercy on mf!" We 
are told ¿hjit the people around about 
tried. t é intake him be qui«t., Biit th« 
more thejr. eadctTorfd^i«» it(ltti# liUp« 


Right here we note one secret of his 
success. 
He was dead in earnest. 
He 
persisted in spite of 
opposition. 
It 
seems sometimes the Lord tests us to 
find whether or not we are sincere. He 
permits all sorts of. difficulties to ob- 
struct our pathway. 
You may be cer- 
tain, my friend, the devil is not go- 
ing to let go his hold upon you with- 
out a struggle. 
If you are to win a 
spiritual victory, it will be in the face 
of bitter opposition, ridicule, criticism, 
evil reports, prejudice and faJse friends. 
As long as a swimmer is content to 
float down the stream, 
he does 
not 
realize the force of the current; but 
let him turn about and start up stream 
and then he will realize the current's 
poAver. As long as you are willing to 
drift along the old way, things 
may 
seem easy; but when you decide to turn 
about and begin the higher life, you 
may naturally expect to encounter op- 
position. 
Some one will try to stifle 
your good intentions. 
If the devil can 
keep you from coming out and com- 
mitting j-ourself, that is all he wants. 
He does not care how many secret reso- 
lutions j-ou make, as long as you don't 
let your purpose be known. 
That is 
one reason why Jesus so strongly in- 
sists in a public confession, upon the 
part of every belieA'er in Him. 


I remember in a meeting one eA'en- 
ing noticing a young man, who was ac- 
companied by two young women, one 
sitting on either side. 
I ^ i n g the ser- 
mon he leaned forward in his eager de- 
sire to catch every sentence of the ser- 
mon, but these two girls 
constantly 
tried to distract his attention by whis- 
pering and laughing. 
When the imi- 
tation was given he. put up bis - hand 
and one of the prls caught hold of his 
arm and pulled it down, and when he 
started to s t ^ out into the aisle and 
come to the front, they took hold of 
his coat to hold him back, but in spite 
of their opposition he walked out man- 
fully that night and gained a glorious 
victory. 


Y'ou will note also the words of this 
blind man and the spirit in which he 
call^ to Jesus. 
He did not 
aslc for 
•justice; he asked for mercy. 
There is 
no call that so quickly arrests the at- 
tention of Christ, as the plea for mercy: 
We do not want justice. 
If we had 
our deserts, all of . us would have been 
lost long ago. 
m e n you come to Je- 
sus, do not. plead your rights, but rath- 
er your needs. 


Now, Ave are told that Jesus 
stopped. 
If you call on Him tonight He will hear 
you, too. -He never turned away from 
any needy soul. 
Do not begin to tell 
of your goodness and liberality. 
That 
is merely to bolster up your short-com- 
ings. Y'ou are not saved on account of 
your goodness, but . on account of God's 
goodness. Your hope is not on account 
of what you have done or can do for 
God, but rather on account of what He 
has already done for you. Now, when 
Jesus bade this blind man come to Him 
this very same crowd, 
who 
a little 
while before had been telling him to 
keep quiet, that he did not belong to 
the bonton or the smart set, that 
he 
did not have a big bank account, he was 
not a member of the social aristocracy; 
but now when Jesus bids him come, 
they ui^ge him to go. 
So if you come 
out definitely, taking a positive, aggres- 
sivi» stand, the very people Avho other- 
wise would ridicule you, will cease their 
opposition and Avill commend your cour- 
age. 
It is like grabbing a thistle. 
If 
you touch it lightly it will prick, but 
If you seize it with a flrrn hold you feel 
no pain. 
The best way to silence op- 
position IS by eam(<8tnes8 and decision 
Now Bartimeus springs to his 
feet 
and starts toward Jeaus. 
But first he 
throws aside his old cloak. 
That wa« 
a good thing to b€|g in, but a poor thing 
to come to Jesus in^ It might have 
proved 
a hindrance, 
a handicap, 
a 
weight. 
You must lay aside the robe 
of your own self righteousness, your 
preconceived opinions, your 
prejudice, 
your pride, your timidity, your 
fear, 
your'evil habits and your stiibbomness! 
If you are going to reach Jesus, lay 
aside every weight, as well as your 
b^etting sin. If you are to meet Jeaus 
you must mean business. Ckn you not 
see the trembling manner with which he 
Seises. 
He is saying to himself, "Sup- 
p i n g I start and then itumble and 
fallV what then?" 
WelU 
if you 
do, 
BartWus, get up and go on again. You 
neverVwiU get there unless 
you staH. 
"But. V b a t will 
people sayt I 
fear 
someboO^ will ridicule mei ' Some will 
say, 'E'^n if he doim get tQ Jeaus and 
tH restored,, he .may lose ft 
'ell, eteu if j«u 
liid .your 
have his 
ZH'" 


have nothing to lose in coming to Je- 
sus, but your sins. 
You are lost now. 
and the Christ that can heal your blind- 
iiess and give you sight, can also keep 
it restored. 
You have everything 
to 
gain. 
Supposing the blind man 
had 
Avaited .and said, "I am not going to 
start to Jesus, until I am absolutely 
sure that I can get there." Well, Bar- 
timeus, hoAV Avill you know Avhether 
you can get there or not, until you try? 
The Psalmist well said, "Taste and see 
that the Lord is good. If you begin to 
live the life of a Christian, it will not 
be long' before you have the faith of 
a Christian." 


"Supposing, I start to Jesus and get 
lost, and never reach Him," Well, even 
in that case, you can be no Avorse off 
than you are noAvy. Certainly you can 
not e^^.ect a blessing Avithout putting 
forth an effort. Better to try and fail 
than not try at all. 
But Avhen 
you 
start toAvard Jeaus, He Avill meet you 
more than half way. 
He says, "Him 
that cometh to me, I Avill in no wise 
cast out." 
On another occasion Jesus 
said, "C^me and see." 
It is not see 
first and then come, it is come first and 
then see. 
He ahA'ays keeps His prom- 
ises. 


The thought also probably came to 
him, "I guess I had better not go to 
meet Jesus noAv. 
I Avill Avait aAvhile. 
Perhaps He may come along this Jeri- 
cho road some future time. Then I will 
go to Him and get my sight." But the 
fact Avas, Jesus never passed that road 
again. If he had not been healed then 
the chances arc he neA'er would have 
been healed. 
Procrastination is one of 
Satan's most 
effective 
methods 
for 
keeping souls. aAvay from God. 


Now, Bartimeus, heeding the call of 
Christ, hastens to Him, and the Mas- 
ter says, "What wilt thou that I shall 
do unto thee ?" 
The question that He 
put to that blind man is the question 
that He is putting to you and me. What 
do you really Avant? 
If you want to 
bé saA'ëd, there' is no poAver on earth 
nor enough demons in hell, to keep you 
away from God. Birt if you don't want 
to be saved, even Omnipotence can do 
nothing for you. 
The blind man ex- 
claimed, "Lord, that I may receiA e my 
sight!" 
Ho 
Avanted 
something. 
He 
Avanted it right away. 
His desire was 
intense. • No wonder he was healed. If 
you have that same spirit you will be 
healed from sin tonight. 
Then Jesus 
touched him. 
There was more healing 
power" in the touch of Chri8t,"than in 
all the medicines of 
the 
apothecary 
shops in Jericho and Jerusalem. 
Im- 
mediately he received his sight. 
This 
Avas no process of eA'oIution, no grad- 
ual development from a bad to a good, 
and a good to a better. 
When Jesus 
saves, he saves through and through. 


Wliat was the basis of this healing? 
Was it due to this man's wealth or ap- 
pearance, or education, or ancestry, or 
family connections? WTiat is the source 
of your hope, the basis of your assur- 
ance? 
Jesus declared unto him, "Thy 
faith hath saved thee." He is the same 
yesterday, today 
and 
forever. 
The 
same Christ that brought healing to 
those sightless eyes is the same CStrist 
today. 
He has the same divine might 
the same spirit of sympathy, of inter- 
est in human needs,' 
And 
the 
best 
thing about this healing of the blind 
man Avas that it brought also spiritual 
blessing. We are told that he remain- 
ed with Jesus and folloAved Him, and 
moreover all the people, when they saw 
what was done, glorified God. 


Here is a phase of your salvation that 
perhaps has not occurred to you." By 
your coming out and receiving Christ¡ 
you have a chance not only to iiring a 
Messing to your own heart and home, 
but; also to a multitude of others by 
your influence that they 
may 
have 
cause to rejoice in the loving power of 
God. 


I hare heard of the story told by a 
traveling man, how one day he 
w«a 
coming up from the south and' he no- 
ticed in the seat just in front of him, 
in the passenger coach, 
a m a n 
who 
seemed Tery neiTous 'á.nd restlesa. 
He 
would push the curtain up and look out 
the window, aiid pull it down again. He 
would get u|>, walk up end doVnn thé 
aisle, go out on the platform and'^iheu 
come in «g«!« and u t .down and push 
up the jBurtiañ.

man was

It is Avhere I get off. My wife and cliil 
dren Avill be at the depot to meet me." 
The stranger noAv Avas becoming deeply 
interested in this case. 
He inquired 
upon Avhich side af the track the de- 
pot Avas. He s t a t ^ e d himself on that 
side Avhere he might see the AA-hole oc- 
cutrence. 
The man got all his lug- 
.gage on the car platform, that he might 
lose no time in getting off. "When the 
train pulled into the station," said the 
traveler, "I saAV a lady rush up and 
throw her arms about his neck and the 
children clustered about him. 
As that 
train pulled out from the station, aboA'e 
the noise and the rumble of Avheels and 
the clanging of the engine bell. I heard 
the shputing of the man as he exclaim- 
ed, 'Praise God, I can see!'" 


It is that joy that God Avants to give 
to you tonight, that you may leave 
this building and rejoice in the con- 
sciousness of sin forgiven, and of spir- 
itual sight restored.

Indianapolis. Feb. 11 .—Anti-tuberculo- 


sis societies all .over Indiana are lining 
up in favor of house bill No. 271 intro- 
duced in the legislature by Representa- 
tive Newman Miller, of Ivokomo. This 
is probably the one measure that the 
organized anti-tuberculosis movement in 
this state will ask the present general 
assembly to pass. 


The bill provides that all physicians 


must report to the local health authori- 
ties all cases of tuberculosis that como 
under their observation. 
Any person, 


the bill provides, may report suspected 
cases. The local health authorities must 
make free examination of sputum of 
persons who believe they have tubercu- 
losis, upon application by any physi- 
cian. 


Officers of the Indiana Society for the 


Prevention of Tuberculosis are especial- 
ly interested in the section of this bill 
which provides that any apartments or 
premises vacated by.a consumptive, can 
not again be occupied until they have 
been thoroughly disinfected. A placard 
announcing tho fact tliat the premises 
have recently been vacated by a con- 
sumptive, is to bo posted on the en- 
trance to the house or apartment until 
the instructions of the health board re- 
garding disinfection are carried out.

Is 
not this blind beggar a clear picture of 
a large part of mankind today? 
The 


average man has little or no spiritual 
vision. He is near-sighted, seeing only 
the things that are close at hand. He 
does not look at life from the longer 
range, from the viewpoint of the eter- 
nal. 
He is content, like the cattle of 


the field, to get enough to satisfy his 
immediate wants. His only thought is 
for material benefits. 


What was it that brought the change 


into Hi" life of this blind man? It was 
the coming of Jesus. 
There is always 


transformation when Christ, comes. 


What has our civilization today that 
the nations of the past did not have? 
You say. "We have inventions, art. mu- 
sic, literature."

in some of these spheres they even sur-

went down to its death. Tn the last 
analysis, flic only important factor the 
wurlfl has today, that the nations of 
the past, did not have, is Jesus Christ.
